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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the applicant does not 
properly recite in the claim how the anchor strap further limits the lighting arrangement. 
Because of their dependency, claims 7-9 are necessarily rejected. 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Adler 
(6,224,239 B1). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Adler discloses a diffuse lighting arrangement comprising a main power cord having a 
plug at one end thereof and incorporating a plurality of identical minimally spaced apart 
strings of spaced apart miniature lights extending from the power cord, the strings of 
lights are substantially identical in length (figs 1 and 3), the lights on each string are 
electrically connected in series and parallel (col. 2, line 34). 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Adler as 
applied to claiml above, and further in view of Lehmann et al. 

Lehman teaches of a power supply cord include including a circuit protection device 
(col. 1 , lines 15-45). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to implement a circuit protection device so as not to ignite 
the light string. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 8/09/01 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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9. In response to applicant's argument that Adler is nonanalogous art, it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. 
See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the 
applicant is claiming, a string lighting arrangement as shown in Adler (main power cord 
19, plug 25, identical minimally spaced apart strings of spaced apart lights extending 
from the power cord). 

10. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

11. In response to applicant's argument that Adler recites wire 1 9 being in series or 
parallel, the examiner would like to bring to the applicants attention that one of ordinary 
skill would have recognized that the claimed series parallel and series circuit as claimed 
by the applicant, is indeed inherently disclosed by Adler, since such circuit 
arrangements are standardized design. Such circuits have many widely recognized 
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advantages over simply series or parallel circuits, since low voltage bulbs can be used 
in series to combine for an end result of 120 V in decorative light strings( standard 
house hold voltage), to facilitate multiple parallel strings so when one bulb fails in its 
respective string the entire string will not fail, but just the bulb. The applicant would 
surely not debate the fact that this circuit arrangement is not novel. The test for 
obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

12. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, if the applicant 
would care to read column 1, lines 8-44 of the Lehman et al reference, Lehman clearly 
shows that decorative light strings including circuit protection devices are old and well 
known in the art and to implement a circuit protection device in a decorative light string 
is not novel, but well practiced. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



13. Claims 6-9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

14. Claim 10 is allowed.
